Many Hundreds Injured in 
the Destruction of Cartago, 
Costa Rica; Shocks .

ALL WIRES ARE DOWN. 


Palace of Justice, Built by An- 
drew Carnegie, Is Among 
the Publie Build- 
ings Leveled. 


SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicatagus, May 5.— 
A large part of Cartago, Costa Rica, was de- 
stroyed last night by an earthquake. 

Details are meager, as the telegraph wires 
have been leveled between San José and 
Cartago. The operators at the latter place 
were killed, 

It is known that at least 500 persons are 
dead and many hundreds injured. 

Scores of buildings were thrown down, 
among them the palace of justice erected by 
Andrew Carnegie. 

The wife and children of Dr. Bocanegra, 
the Guatemalan magistrate to the Central 
American arbitration court, lost their lives, 

Panic Reigns; Quakes Continue. 

Panic reigns as the earthquakes continue. 

San José was shaken, some of the buildings 
being damaged, but no deaths are reported 
in that city. Many persone were slightly in- 
jured. 

Marth shocks also were felt at several 
points in Nicaragua near the Costa Rican 
frontier. 

Reports reaching here state that there is 
much suffering and destitution at Cartago, 
consequent upon the disaster. 

On April 18 last a series of earthquakes, 
varying in intensity, swept over Costa Rica, 
doing considerable damage, but practically 
without loss of life. San José then suffered 
most severely, while both Cartago and Port 
limon felt the force of the disturbance. 


AT FOOT OF VOLCANO. 
Cartago, capital of Cartago province, lies 
at the foot of Irasu volcano, about fourteen ' 
miles from San José. It has an estimated 
population of 10,000 and is the seat of the

The city was the capital of the country 
until 1823. It has suffered frequently from 
earthquakes and was partially or in greater 
part destroyed im 1723, 1808, 1825, 1841, 1881,

Quakes Cause ot Decline. 

Cartago owes its decline to the numerous 
earthquakes which have shaken the place. 
Most of the public buildings bear marks of the 
shocks. The town still has a considerable cof- 
fee trade and derives some importance from 
its location on the interoceanic railway. 

The city has been in existence since early 
in the sixteenth century, having been known 
as early as 1522. As the seat of the govern- 
ment the place attained considerable impor- 
tance and is said to ha ve contained 30,000 in- 


habitants in 1823.

Asked if he expected to testify again today, 
Mr. Link turned his head and refused to 
reply.

Shephard, Too, Shows Effects. 

Representative Shephard, the Jerseyville 
banker, next to Link seemed to feel the 
effects of the all day grand jury attacks, he 
was forced to face. He refused to be inter- 
viewed on anything that he said in the grand 
jury room, or to answer eny questions on 
former interviews or statements he had made 
concerning the charges of White. 

„1 won't answer, he said sharply when 
asked if he had given any testimony before 
the grand jury, or if he expected to be re- 
called as a witness today. 

Apparently the grand jury worked a three 
cornered. criss cross examination of Shep- 
hard, Link, and Beckemeyer. From the outer 
corridor on the sixth floor of the Criminal 
court building, where the rooms are located, 
one of the three could be seen at short inter- 
‘wals being conveyed in the direction of the 
inner room where the jury was sitting.

Refuses to Make Admissions. 

Shephard is said to have been taken again

Wilson explained after emerging from the 
inquisitorial chambers that he had told the 
grand jury he never sent any telegram to 
White asking him to meet him at the South- 
ern hotel, that he had not paid White or any 
one else any jackpot money, and knew abso- 
lutely nothing about the passage of graft 
money among any of the legislators, either 
in connection with the senatoria! election or 
individual bills.

Reports of Indietmente. 

The rumors of impending Indictments start- 
ed an hour before the grand jury's adjourn. 
ment. Assistant State’s Attorney Marshall, 
the indietment expert of the state's attor- 
ney’s office, was called for and went in to re- 
ceive instructions, which he as hurriedly car- 
ried back to his office, where he began work 
behind locked doors. 

At the same time, a clerk was sent out to 
find what judges would be in the bullding at 
5:30 p. m., so that the grand jury might re- 
turn its true bills as found.

FROM BECKEMEYER’S HOME TOWN 

Carlyle, IH., May 5.—[{Special.J—H. J. C. 
Beckemeyer is 32 years old. He is a lawyer, 
a good fellow, and a prominent citizen. He 


belongs to one of the foremost families of 
Clinton county. He is a son of August Becke- 
meyer, one of the wealthiest citizens of Wade 
township, and was born in the village of 
Beckemeyer, named after his family. He 
was educated in the public schools of this 
county, McKendree college, and at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

He was admitted to the bar, and opened 
an office in Carlyle where he had a nice prac- 
tice until politics interfered. His first office 
Was assessor of his townghip, and then he 
was supervisor in Carlyle. 

Then he sought and secured the nominstion 
for representative on the Democratic ticket. 
The eampaign was an expensive one, and 
made quite a hole in his cash resources. He 
was defeated, but was renominated and 
elected in 1906, his first term. This is his 
second term.

Burke has sent out more than fifty sub- 
Peenas and will summon witnesses from all 
sections Of the state to appear before the 
grand jury next week. 


Conflict Would Be Mistake. 

“I would regard it as a serious mistake 
if either you or the state’s attorney of Cook 
county should take the position that all in- 
vestigation or prosecution should be prose- 
cuted in elther jurisdiction to the exclusion 
of the other, the attorney general writes. 
“It appears from public statements that 
promises and payments were made in this 
state, both in Springfield and Chicago. From 
developments so far, it is impossible to say 
in which jurisdiction the best resulta may be 
obtained.

Restraint Advised by Doctors. 

The physicians reported further thet Mrs. 
Black used tobacco, and was subject to 
emotional disturbances. They advised. re- 
straint in a sanitarium. This advice was ap- 
proved by Dr. Archibald Church, a specialist 
in nervous diseases; who examined Mrs. 
Black at the request of Dr. R. D. McArthur, 
her family physician. 

‘IT saw a memorandum,” said Dr. Church, 
„ in which she made an order for $30,000 to 
$40,000 worth of jewelry, which she thought 
was necessary because her husband was 
about to be made ambassador to Russia.” 

The judicial hearing was held at the Black 
residence, 783 Lincoln Park boulevard. Mrs. 
Black’s husband, Attorney John Donald 
Black, was not present and Mr. Potter said 
Mr. Black refrained from having any part 
in the proceeding. 

Mr. Potter agreed with the physicians that 
she should be committed to a sanitarium. He 
said Mr. Black also agreed to such action. 
Mrs. Black interrupted with the remark that 
her husband always had treated her with 
kindness and consideration. 


Begins Literary Work Early. 

Mrs. Black, as the daughter of the late Orrin 
W Potter, was born to wealth. At the age of 
16: years she wrote A Social Lion,” a novel 
of Chicago society that caused @ sensation. 
She published the book under the nom de 
plume of Robert Dolly Williams,” but the 
identity of the author was soon revealed. The 
novel was suppressed by the girl's relatives. 
After that she wrote under her own maiden 
name of Margaret Horton Potter. 

Her second book was Uncanonized,” a ro- 
mance written around the British court life 
or the time of King John. She followed this 
‘with The House of De Mailley,’’ a historical 
‘romance of the time of Louis AV. and with 
„ Istar of Babyion,” a story of ancient Baby- 
jon. The Flame Gathberers, an East In- 
dian romance, followed and after that The 
Fire of Spring,” “ The Golden Ladder,” and 
„he Princesses.” 

Mrs. Black was born in Chicago May 20, 
1881, and has lived here all her life. She 
married John D. Biack in January, 1902.

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MAN IS SLAIN BY HIS RIVAL; 
WOMAN WITNESSES TRAGEDY. 


Says Murderer Was Jealous of Emile 
Schott, Whom He Beat and Kicked to 
Death in Her House. 


Jealousy is believed to have been the mo- 
tive for the murder of Emile Schott, whose 
body was found yesterday morning in a 
rooming house as 900 West North avenue. 

The identity of the alleged slayer was re- 
vealed to Lieut. Max Heidelmeier after he 
had questioned Mary and Johanna Cusack, 
sisters, at whose residence Schott lived. They 
said they witnessed the attack on Schott,and 
that his assailant had threatened them if 
they informed the police. 

One of the sisters said the murderer had 
been infatuated with her for two years, and 
on several occasions had become enraged 
because Schott refused to leave the house. 

The assault took place at 11 o'clock 
Wednesday night. Schott was ordered from 
the house by the murderer. He refused to 
go. After Schott retired, the sisters said, the 
other man went to his bedroom. Soon they 
heard screams, and found Schott lying on 
the floor, with the man beating and kicking 
him. They attempted to intercede, but he 


struck them. 
“after he left the house we placed Schott 


on the bed, and he was still alive,” said one 
of the women. If we had known that he 
was seriously injured we would have called 


a physician.”

Contradictory statements as to the cause 
of death of Miss Elizabeth D. Dean, super- 
intendent of the Frances Willard hospital, 
yesterday may result m an investigation 
today by Coroner Peter M. Hoffman. Mies 
Dean died in great pain, after an iliness of 


cumstances indicating . 

After an autopsy held at the hospital by 
Dr. B. H. Orndoff, hospital physician, it was 
announced that death was caused by acute 


hemorrhagic pancreatitis. No report was 
made to the coroner by the hospital authort- 
ties. Coroner Hoffman red at hight he 


would order an investigation in the case 
today : 


The earliest report of the death of Miss 
Dean was of poisoning from paris green 
or some coloring matter used to color green 
peas. It also was stated Vernon Jones, an 
elevator pilot in the employ of the hospital, 
and Nellie Dunn, a laundry woman, were 
dangerously ill, and others had suffered 
in @ less degree from an illness resembling 
that from which Miss Dean died. 

At the hospital it was stated later that the 
guperintendent's death was caused by pto- 
maine poison from eating shadroe at a down- 
town restaurant Tuesday noon. Miss Gates, 
a nurse at the St. Luke’s hospital, who 
lunched with Miss Dean, suffered no lll et- 
fects from the dish. , 

No Sign of Ptomaines, — 

Dr. Orndoff, who performed the post mor- 
tem examination, asserted the organs showed 
no indication of ptomaine poisoning. : 

At the hospital it was denied that any. 
other than Miss Dean had suffered from 
any fliness resembling poisoning. At first 
Mre. Margaret Inglehart, president of the 
hospital association, declared positively 
neither Jones nor the Dunn woman was 
employed at the hospital. After this it was 
admitted both were at the hospital, but 
neither had been sick. Finally it was admit- 
ted both had been ill, but had recovered, 
and that there were no more poison cases 
at the hospital. 

Miss Dean was taken sick Tuesday night, 
suffering violent cramps. She was attended 
by Dr. Orndoff, Dr. Frank Johnson, and Dr. 
H. B. Favill. She was declared by Dr. Favill 
to be suffering from some infection the exact 
nature of which it was impossible to deter- 
mine, 

Dr. Johnson, who attended the autopsy, 
asserted there was every indication of pto- 
maine poisoning. 


Superintendent Since Fall. 

Miss Dean had served as superintendent 
of the Frances Willard hospital since Nov. 1, 
1900. Before that she was superintendent of 
the Chicago Policlinic hospital for three 
years. She was a graduate from St. Luke’s 
and a well known figure in medical circles. 

Brief services were held over the body in 
the hospital in the evening, and a funeral 
service will be held at Grace church at 9 
o’clock this morning. At 11 o’clock the body 
will be taken to Toronto, Can., for burial.

Pledge Dual National Loyalty. 

The speeches at the banquet were hearty 
pledges of the loyalty of Americans to Ger- 
many and of Germans to America, 

The count spoke in glowing terms of the 
ties that unite the two nations. Mr. Rubens 
emphasized the advantages to America from 
German culture and the advantages to Ger- 
many of having its civilization spread into 
the new world by immigration instead of 
being kept local. Prof. James H, Breasted 
told with emotion born of personal experi- 
ences of the effect of German scholarship 
and German universities on the intellectual 
life of the United States. Dr. Ernst Sauren- 
ha us, president of the club, spoke of the dual 
loyalty of German-Americans to the old and 
new fatherlands. 

The binational character of the affair was 
evident in the speeches, which were in both 
languages, and in the songs as well. A chorus 
of Chicago business men sang Sterne- 
nacht in pure German and followed it with 
“My Old Kentucky Home in perfect Eng- 


lish. 
Germans’ Gifts t) America. 

It is notable that the Germans who come 
to the United States bring not only strong 
bodies, good minds, good morals, and a little 
money, but they bring also a civilization,” 
said Count von Bernstorff. “As their 
choicest gift to the new fatherland they 
present their ancestral inheritance, a culture 
that is the development of centuries. 

The Germans in America are a guarantee 
of peace to both Germany and the United 
States. They are active friends to every- 
thing in which the two nations are at one. 
They are powerful enemies to anything that 
might threaten the international friendship.”

This ac- 
“on was postponed by the railroads, follow- 
‘ing a series of conferences with the shippers 
and a massmeeting held in the Congress 


hotel. 

The Iuſnois Manufacturers association is 
Panning to make a similar demonstration 
this year, and if the plan is agreed to by the 
board of directors at a meeting today, invi- 
tations will be issued to about 200 organiza- 
tions to meet here May 20. 

Raise in Coal Charges Attacked. 

’ Proposed increases in railway rates on coal 
Shipments into Chicago were attacked and 
@efended before the Illinois Railroad and 
Warehouse commission by attorneys for the 
Tilinois Manufacturers’ association, shippers, 
@nd coal operators on one side, and lawyers 
for the railroads on the other. The commis- 
gion fixed May 23 as the date for hearing 
testimony. 

W. D. Haynie, counsel for the Manu- 
facturers’ association, filed a petitlon asking 
that the railroads be restrained from putting 
the proposed rates into ‘effect and that the 
commission. fix a new maximum of rates for 
coal shipments in Illinois. 

The Illinois and Indiana Coal Operators’ 
associations, the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, and a number of shippers; without 
actually joining in the petition, entered tbeir 
protests and will offer testimony in support 
of their conteritions that a raise will meas 
a hardship not only upon them but upon the 
public. 

Injunction Against Roads Denied. 

The commission denied the application for 
an injunction against the roads, announcing 
that at least some testimony w.. be heard 
before any action is taken. 

Our association is composed of approxi- 
mately 1.200 of the leading manufucturers. 
shippers, and consumers of coal in the state,“ 
said Attorney Haynie. Its members con- 
sume annually 20,000.000 tons of soft coal, 
and approximately 300 members have filed 
in@ividual protests against the raise. There 
ghould be a rigid investigation of coal rates. 

“The railroads’ proposal to raise the rates 
10 cents a ton will place a burden of $4,355,806 
on the people of Illinois, or about the same 
as the residents of Chicago pay for water 
and approximately half their total taxes.” 

Railroad representatives complained they 
are already hauling coal at a loss. 


Railroad Lawyers Make Plea. 

“Even our proposed increase is way be- 
low the maximum allowed under the last 
order of the commission,” said W. S. Horton, 
counsel for the Illinois Central. 

“Tt is hardly reasonabie to suppose that 
there is such an extraordinary change of con- 
ditions over four years ago to warrant a 
great material reduction in the maximum es- 
tablished then. Weare acting wholly within 
our rights. There has been no secrecy about 


this, and yet these complainants wait until }. 


this late date to come before this commis- 
sion, and they want our rates interfered with | 
_ without a hearing. 

The reduction in 1906 in the maximum 
Was made but 10 per cent by the commission, 
and now that maximum would have fo be 
taken down 30 per cent to interfere with our

Alabama Coal Disaster 1 Be- 


lieved to Have Been Fatal 


SEVEN BODIES ARE FOUND 


Rescuers Are Overcome by Gas 
in Shaft, Although Air 
Pumps Are Working. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 6.—Forty-five 
white men and between 130 and 140 negroes 
are ‘entombed in No. 8 coal mine at Paios 
tonight as the result of an explosion occur- 
ring this morning. ‘Al hope for the en- 
tombed men has been abandoned. It is 
thought that any who escaped the explosion 
have been suffocated by black damp. 

‘Two of the men, Dave Williams and Dave 
Gwilhm, were heard fronralive, however, and 


‘the more optimistic oT may be 


found living. ° 

Palos is forty miles ‘wit of Birmingham 
and the mines are owned by the Palos Coal 
and Coke company of this city. Seven bodies 
were found early tonight, but it is expected 
that ſew of them can be recovered before 


morning. 

The flames resulting from the explosion 
shot into the air from the mouth of the slope 
for a distance of 200 feet, and the shock was 
felt for miles. ‘Timbers from the slope were 
hurled several hundred feet from its mouth 
and rocks from the roof of the slope caved in 
and made access to the mouth difficult. The 
fan machinery was badly damaged, but air 
is being pumped into the mine tonight in 
hopes that some of the men are still alive. 


Relief Train Reaches Mine. 

Local residents began at once to do what 
they could, but relief work was not started 
in earnest until the special train from Bir- 
mingham arrived in Palos, Shortly after 
4 o'clock. This special train carried State 
Mine Inspector James Hillhouse; J. J. Rut- 
ledge, government expert in charfe of the 
geological station at ..noxville, Tenn., who 
happened to be in the district investigating 
the recent disaster at Mulga; eight physi- 
Clans and surgeons, four undertakers, and a 
number of special helpers. The hospital 
relief car of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad company also was taken. This car 
contained oxygen helmets and all other 
necessary paraphernaNa for entering gas- 
eous mines. 

The first rescuers who went into the mine 
after the explosion were overcome by fire 
damp and had to be carried out. Mr. Rut- 
ledge was among the first to enter, and after 
working his way 4,400 feet down the slope 
found the second right entry caved in. The 
two bodies recovered tonight were in the 
main slope. 


Man Killed Outside of “Mine. 

James Gousby, a mail carrier, was killed 
thirty feet from the mouth of the slope and 
his body hurled thirty feet into the Warrior 
river. He was walking along the railroad 
track and was directly in front of the slope 
when the explosion occurred, It was judged 
from this that the force of the explosion 
was such that none of the men in the interior 
could possibly be alive. 

Their are a number of mining camps within 
two or three miles of the Palos mine and 
within a short time after the explosion a 
great crowd had gathered. Hundreds of 
women and children were around the mine 
wringing their hands and crying piteously to- 


night. 
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gon. It is well known that, notwithetas@ns 
the limitations the British constitution puts 
on the sovereign's power, Edward more by 
his personality than his position holds in his 
hands the solution of the present politica) 
crisis.

The news imparted by the king’s physi- 
cians in their bulletin is reflected in this 
morning's editorials in the newspapers, 
which more than anything else reflect the 
gravity of the case. 


Comment by the Press. 

The Daily Mail editorially says: 

“With the deepest sympathy for their 
illustrious sovereign the people of England 
will read last night's bulletin from Bucking- 
ham palace. His miajesty’s subjects wil! 
pray that he may have speedy recovery. 
Nothing could be more disquieting to them 
than the news of his illness at this critica) 
moment in affairs of state when his moderat- 
ing influence and supreme tact and experi- 
ence are so sorely required.” 

The Times’ only editorial comment on the 
king's illness, besides expressing sorrow, is: 

The loyal affection his faithfyl subjects 
cherish toward him would have fia them 
with regret and sympathy at any time and in 
any circumstances, but this regret and sym- 
pathy must inevitably be. intensified by the 
reflection that we are entering upon a con- 
stitutional crisis of exceptional gravity, the 
solution of which must affect profoundly 
and permanently all classes of the population 
in all parts of the empire for generations to 
come.“ 

The Daily Telegraph, which ig the king’s 
favorite newspaper, says: 

All his majesty’s subjects will read with 
the greatest anxiety the disquieting bulletin 
issued last night from Buckingham palace. 

The Telegraph's editor refers sympathet- 
ically to the bulletin of the king’s ilness, 
which he calls disquieting.

The foreigners were armed with baseball 
bats, and clubs, and stones, and presented 
a formidable appearance as they marched 
through the streets of Westville, waving an 
American flag. 


Call on Sheriff for Help. 


The mine operators. being frightened at the 
display of strength, called on Sheriff Helmick 
for help. He and several deputies went to 
Westville and as soon as they saw the crow4 
determined that it would be foily to attempt 
to do anything with it should there be trou- 
ble. The governor was then called and 
troops were ordered out. There is no doubt 
but the situation is grave. 

The miners have determined, according to 
one of their leaders, to pull away from the 
state organization and fight their own battle. 
They claim they have been discriminated 
against in the matter of work and rather than 
suffer longer will settle their own differences. 

The saloons of Westville, which have been 
closed for two years, will open tomorrow and 
the sheriff fears that if the miners become 
intoxicated they will start trouble.

CIACCA, Sicily, Feb. 19.— When I left New

In the middle ages it must 
have been a splendid city, with many beautiful 
churches richly furnished.

Some of these are used as bar- 
racks or schools; others are being repaired and 
renovated. . 

In the cathedral I found perhaps 2,000 wor- 
shippers. Evidence of the lavish expenditure of 
money in recent times is seen on the altar and 
throughout the church. One of the churches is 
rich. It was founded in connection with a pawn- 
shop, or Monte de Pieté. It also maintains a 
home for the old. The remains of a Jesuit 
convent, with celeisters of arches supported by 
marble columns, is now the town hall. 


Harbor for Small Boats. 


Facing the sea is a great plaza with a flight of 
broad stone steps leading down to houses along 
the water front. A mole projects out into the 
sea, furnishing a harbor for a few schooners 
and many small fishing boats. Nearby is a fine 
large modern villa, the property of a marquis. 
In front of the palace is a garden of palms and 
flowers, surrounded by a high iron fence, with 
a locked gate. To the other end of town 
is a much larger public garden, tastefully laid 
out and filled with palms and flowers. This 
garden also is surrounded by a high iron fence 
and the gate is locked. Its walks, like those of 
the garden of the marquis, are green with moss 
and evidently rarely used. 

Occupying prominent heights are two old for- 
tresslike castles, These belonged to the Luna 
and the Perollo families, between whom a feud 
existed for more than a hundred years. The 
fights between these families and their retainers 
resulted finally in the destruction of both 
parties. 

The rock at the base of Luna castle contained, 
formerly, naturel caves. These have been ex- 
tended and their fronts are walled in. They are 
eceupied by human beings. In wandering about 
town this evening I heard a tambourine. Fol- 
lowing the direction of the sound, I entered an 
unpaved courtyard, foul in appearance and odor. 
I entered a door leading into one of these rock 
chambers. Some boys and girls were dancing 
the tarantella, while the mother beat the tam- 
bourine. This rockhewn chamber reminded me 
of the rock caves of Ceylon. 


‘Family Living in a Cave.

Rather than be separated from his family the 
father returned to Sciacca. The two daughters, 
now about 15 years of age, have the same fine 
face as their ther. The condition of the two 
girls now js pitiable. Unless something is done 
soon to stay the disease both will be blind.

when, as we were about to leave, one of the 
sons, who had spent four years in New York 
City, came in drunk. This is the only case of 
intoxication I have seen in Italy. 

The good faced mother laments the fate which 

confines her to a rock cave in Sciacca. You mey 
picture her distress by recalling the condition 
of any street in New York’s Little Italy and 
considering her remark: “ What we threw away 
there, we lack here.” That she could go about 
the streets of New York to and from her work 
without being insulted formed, in her estima- 
tion, the chief difference between New York and 
Sciacca. As we left they offered us wine, the 
customary proffer of hospitality among the poor. 
A well to do family would have offered a liqueur 
or brandy. 
. An ancient palace, a ruin; an ancient convent, 
the town hall; an ancient church, a darracks! 
The plaga/in front of the cathedral is paved with 
cobblestones, arranged in squares, separated by 
courses of cut stone. The workmanship is of the 
same careful nature which distinguishes the 
famous stone paving of the plaga of St. Mark's 
in Venice, At every turn in every street you 
encounter evidence’ of taste, of strength, of 
greatness, of wealth. 

Somebody paid for all this; the people of Sci- 
acca are still paying. The rich have moved 
away, the dregs remain. Even in the last two 
generations selection has been at work. You can 
immagine what is left. 


No Beggars or Rags. 


You may easily imagine too much. There is 
poverty here and horrible filth; and horrible 
streets. There are also good streets, splendidly 
paved and scrupulously clean. The streets are 
lighted by kerosene lamps. Of beggars, I have 
seen none. Nor of real rags have I seen any, 
such as one may see in Jassy or among the 
gypsies of the Balkans. There is a pride here 
which demands a certain kind of outward show. 
For ages, the people of Sciacca have been 
accustomed to the sight of well dressed nobility. 
It ie only natural that their vanity should lead 
to extravagance in the same direction. The 
same love of show leads to extravagance in 
funerals, weddings—-upon every occasion when 
they appear in public. 

Perhaps the gulf between their fine cathedral, 
with its eplendid plaza, and the foulest court in 
town is no greater than that between Fifth ave- 
nue and Elisabeth street, or between Michigan 
avenue and West Madison street. The gulf be- 
tween the feudal nobles and their servants was 
great; the same gulf exists in Sciacca today 
between the few rich who maintain their resi- 
denee here and the poorest of the poor, When 
the civic mind becomes conscious that a city is 
as clean as its foulest spot, when it realizes that 
parks and boulevards are the weakest links in 
its chain of pride, there will be no more foul, 
malodorous, slimy courts in Sciacca and no east 
side or west side in any our own cities.

Neglect of Eyes. 
HE eyes are in constant use, and yet of 
all the organs in the body they probably 
are the least cared for and the most 
abused. 

We sew or read in a fading light, in 
forced positions, straining out sight to the ut- 
most, wrinkling our eyelids to a mere slit in an 
effort to concentrate the dim rays; women peer 
for hours at a time through veils with solid dots 
and squares large enough to obscure the vision 
completely; we read in rapidly moving 
while the matter we endeavor to focus upon is 
being jostied in all directions; we read while 
lying down and with insufficient light. 

The eyes should be given a bath morning and 
night; in the morning, to remove the secretions 
which accumulate during sleep and to freshen 
and stimulate them for the day; upon retiring, 
to remove dust and grime, and to prepare them 
for any treatment they might require, which 
is best given at this time, as it produces the 
best effect during the hours of rest. 7 

For the bath nothing can take the place of an 
eye cup and either refined seawater or ordinary 
salt sdlution.

There are a number of 
reasons whyshe should not accept the ap- 
pointment. In the first place, he has led a 
singularly busy life, and now at the age of 
60 is anxio“» to spend the remainder of his 
daya where he pleases, and according to his 
own devices—in one word, to enjoy his beau- 
tiful country place at Bushey Park, and his 
palace in London, known as Clarence house, 
which, owing to his continual absence on mil- 
itary duty, here, there, and everywhere, have 
remained more or less closed for the last 
twenty-five years. 

That a n such as the duke, who has de- 
clined a throne—namely: that of the sov- 
ereign independent duchies of Saxe-Coburg 
and Gotha, which came to him by inher- 
itance, should care for a mere governor gen- 
eralship, it is difficult to conceive, — 

And then, too, the same objection applies 
to the appointment of the duke as governor 
general of Canada, that has been raised 
against the proposal to nominate a prince of 
the blood as viceroy of Ireland or of India— 
namely: that as such he would be obliged to 
execute the orders of the cabinet in London— 
that is to say: of the secretary of state for the 
colonies, no matter how distasteful they 
might be, and would thus bring upon royalty 
in the dominion the odium that should be re- 
stricted to the home government, and impair 
that loyalty and devotion to the crown and 
that popularity of the dynasty, which are the 
principal bond of union between the colonies 
and the mother country. 

— 


True, Lord Beaconsfield sent as governor 
general to Canada the present Duke of Ar- 
gylil—that is to say; Queen Victoria's son-in- 
law. But the duke had not at that time suc- 
ceeded to his father's honors, was in point of 
law @ mere commoner, and never permitted 
hig relationship to the royal family to inter- 
fere with the exercise of his political opin- 
fons. Moreover, the appointment did not 
prove the expected success. 

The royal family is popular among the 

of the people of Ireland, no matter 
whether the latter be Nationalists or anti- 
home rulers. King Edward, indeed, has been 
credited ever since the days of Parnell with 
Nationalist sympathies, which he is prevent- 
ed by constitutional restrictions from pub- 
licly manifesting. 

This popularity, which is a valuable asset, 
would be destroyed if a royal prince were to 
become Viceroy at Dublin castle, and thus 
the principal executive of the policy of the 
cabinet in Downing street; a policy that is 
bound to prove distasteful either to the Na- 
tionaliste or else to the Unionists in Ireland. 

I am able to deny on authority the story 
that Lord Grey is to succeed his brother-in- 
law, Lord Minto, as viceroy of India. Lord 
Grey's health—he still feels the effects of the 
sunstroke of years ago—would absolutely 
prevent his Kab e any such appointment. 


Lord George bein bath who has been liv- 
ing at Inverary castle as subtenant, has rent- 
ed it for a long term of years, which is a 
source of great satisfaction to the people of 
the district, who bitterly resented the action 
of che present Duke of Argyll on succeeding 
to the family honors, in leaving it to a series 
of strangers. If the duke decided to let it 
on the demise of his father, it was because 
the latter left every tige of money thathe 
could away from his eldest son, for the bene- 
fit of his third wife, whom he had married a 
few years before his death, against the 
wishes of his family. 

Then, too, there were the enormously heavy 
succession duties on the entailed property, 
and besides this, the present duchess, who is 
a sister of King Edward, has always disliked 
the castle, which is a terribly somber, though 
stately pile. When the duke and duchess go 
to Scotland, they make their home at Rose- 


views of Dumbarton scenery. 

Inverary castle, as it now stands, is one of 
the works of the famout architect, Adam. 
who began it in the year 1744, for the third 
Duke of Argyll. The banks of the river Aray 
have, however, been the home of the chiefs 
of the great clan of Campbell for more than 
500 years, and the ruins of the old baronial 
hall, erected by the first Earl of Argyll, are 
still t be seen close to the present castle. 
The latter is constructed of a sort of slate 
colored stone, in the castellated style, with 
round towers at the angles, and surmounted 
by a great square tower in the center. 

The great hall of the castie, which is be- 
neath this central tower, 18 fllled with ancient 
armor and weapons, including a hundred 
muskets which were used in 1745 by the 
Campbells When Prince Charlie,” as pre- 
tender, had all Scotland up in arms. On one 
side the castle slopes down to Loch Fyne, 
one of the most famous and beautiful of the 
lochs of the western highlands. 

— 


The history of the Campbells is the history 
of Scotland. No family has borne a larger 
share in the trials and triumphs of that 
northern kingdom than the clan of which 
MacCullum More is the chief. It is owing 
to this that the name of Inverary figures so 
frequently, alike in Scottish history, and in 
Scottish literature, and is familiar to every 
reader of the novels of Sir Walter Scott. 

Burns, too, has been eloquent about the 
castle in his poems, though in an unfriendly 
strain, For failing to receive proper hos- 
pitality on the part of the duke of his day, 
when he visited the castle, he revenged him- 
self by the following well know lines: 

„ Whoe'er he be that sojourns bere, 

I pity much his case, 

Unless he come to wait upon 

The lord, their god, his grace. 

There's naething here but Highland pride. 

And Highidnd cauld and hunger; 

If Providence has sent me here, 

"Twas surely in his anger.“ 

As the present Duke of Argyl! has no chil- 
dren, the castle of Inverary, the various 
honors, and the entailed estates, wil) on his 
death pass to his brother, Lord Archibalé 
Campbell, who until a few years ago, was the 
senior partner and most active manager of 
Coutts’ bank in London, which he entered 
forty years ago, on the nomination of the late 
Lady Burdett-Coutts. Previous to that he 
held @ clerkship in a firm of wine merchants 
at Bordeaux, and afterwards spent four years 
in a similar capacity with a firm of tea 
brokers, in Mincing Lane, London. In 1880 
he was for some time on this side of the At- 
lantic, and after being entertained in New 
York by Cyrus Field and other financiers, 
went on to Ottawa, to stay with his brother, 
the present duke, then Marquis of Lorne, who 
was governor general of Canada. Lord 
Archibald has one son, Niall Campbell, who 
has thus far shown no sign of wishing to 
marry; and failing him, the dukedom, the 
estates, and Inverary castle, would pass to 
young Douglas Campbell, married to an 
American girl, the daughter of John Laurence 
of New York.

The statutory law on patents needs amend- 
ment to perfect the system. Efforts have 
been made for mahy years in congress to 
remedy defects, but without great results. 
What is needed is one patent court of appeais, 
presided over by judges selected from the 
present federal bench; this would eliminate 
the diversity of authority among the various 
courts of appeal. This, with careful revision 
of the rules of proeédure in the trial of patent 
cases in the federal courts, would do much 
towards obviating these defects.

A 
recent investigation by the legislature of 
Ohio has shown that an attempt was made 
in a manner revolting to every honest man 
to pass a similar bill in that state. 

Senator Gardner says he wanted to avoid 
a decision of the Supreme court. The de- 
cision he refers to decides that agreements 
made by persons or corporations engaged in 
a business impressed with a public charac- 
ter which tend to prevent competition and 
create monopoly are opposed to the public 
policy of this state.” 

Now, the question might arise why any 
legislator representing the whole people of 
the state of Ilinols should want to avoid ” 
such a decision of the Supreme court. Is 
not that pretty wholesome doctrine for any 
one?

purposes on each side of the boundary. The 
preservation of the scenic grandeur of the 
falls is thus assured during the life of 
the treaty.

Washington D. C., May 5.—“If you pick 
your teeth with a splinter taken from à tree 
which has been struck byglightning, will you 
ever have toothache?” * 

This and 8,000 other varieties of supersti- 
tious beliefs, having been investigated by 
Dr. F. B. Dresslar, professor ot psychology 
in the University of Alabama, he discov- 
ered that 45 per cent of the persons whom he 
questioned believed in them, 

This was his declaration in an address 
made tonight before the Medico-Psychologi- 
cal association, one of the branches of the 
American congress of physicians and sur- 
geons. 

„ Pellagra is such a serious disease, and 
a cure has been so hopeless, that patience 
should be shown with all theories for life.“ 

This statement, by Dr. Howard Fox of 
New York to a group of skin specialists of 
the congress of physicians and surgeons who 
were discussing the subject, was taken as a 
recognition of the unsuccessful fight against 


pellagra.

Reach Agreement. 


THREE HOURS IN DEBATE. 


Congress to Be Asked for State- 


ment of Federal Govern- 
ment’s Position. 


Despite a discussion of nearly three hours 
the special committee from the city council 
and the sanitary district committee on state 
and municipal relations failed to come to 
any agreement yesterday on the building of 
the outer harbor. Finally, in sheer vocal 
exhaustion, it was decided that Chairmen 
Charles M. Foell and Wallace G. Clark of 
the two committees should draft a regolu- 
tion to be presented to congress asking 
for a statement of the federal government's 
position, to be acted upon at the next joint 
meeting, which is subject to call. 

The compromise resolution was suggested 
by President R. R. McCormick of the drainage 
board, and adopted unanimously. 


Wants Work Done by City. 
„The sanitary board has a borrowing mar- 
gin of some $3,500,000," said Ald. Foell, 
“while the city has at least $6,000,000. I 
believe the city could avoid delay in the con- 
struction. If the sanitary board wins this 
contest what is to prevent some other body 
securing the right to come in, obtain some 
city control, and tax the ccna to the 5 per 
cent limit?’ 

President McCormick said the sanitary 
district board’s work, so far as the sanitary 
condition of the Chicago river is concerned, 
is nearly finished, and the drainage canal 
is easier to improve for navigation than the 
river. 


Thinks Cost Is Exaggerated. 

„ne construction of a harbor at the mouth 
of the river is clearly beyond the board's 
functions,” said Mr. McCormick, “ but our 
engineering force is particularly adapted to 
this work, and could be made available in 
any event, I suppose. The estimates of har- 
bor expense have been grossly exaggerated. 
Using the stone from the spoil banks of ths 
drainage canal, I believe docks could be 


puilt for 350 a running foot. 
“I never saw the necessity for an outer 
harbor, and don't now,“ said Ald Forman.

Unofficial reports concerning the tentative 
terms being discussed in connection with the 
proposed L. merger; are to the effect that 
the Metropolitan elevated has been offered in 
cash about 70 for the preferred, and 25 for the 
common.

The 
stockholders in the two companies can gather 
some kind of notion of what their securities 
are considered worth. So far as can be 
gathered from the general talk, there is not 
much of a spread between the price bid, and 
the price asked. This seems to be the most 
encouraging feature of the situation as 
viewed from the standpoint of getting to- 
gether. It has been announced that the total 
issue of securities to be offered in exchange 
for present stocks, will be no greater than the 
amount now outstanding, so that if the share- 
holders should elect to take new stock they 
would get all the future earnings of the prop- 
erty in the same ratio that current earnings 
are shown by the several companies. 


Commonwealth Edison Making Record.
